MITCHELL IN MISSISSIPPI 
“The Iron Chancellor” and “Mr. Tough” are favorite 
nicknames among newsmen for Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell. The epithets relate to Mitchell’s firm control 
of the Justice Department and his conviction that it is 
“an 
institution 
of 
law 
enforcement, 
not 
social 
improvement.” He has frequently been accused of being 
unsympathetic to the methods, if not the aspirations of 
the civil rights movement. And he was described as 
“hawkier 
than 
the 
hawks” on 
President Nixon’s 
Cambodia decision. 
Events and Mitchell himself have not helped to 
burnish his image. He accepted the job reluctantly, 
commenting that he really preferred to be a “fat and 
prosperous Wall Street lawyer.” The Senate’s refusal to 
accept Supreme Court nominees Clement F. Haynsworth 
and G. Harrold Carswell have reflected on Mitchell, who 
advises President Nixon on such appointments. Reporter 
Don Oberdorfer, writing in the Los Angeles Times (April 
26, 1970), said a drive against Mitchell is now under 
way: “Senators are grumbling, pundits are moving to the 
attack and some of the critics believe they smell blood 
for the first time.” 
Under general attack by the civil rights movement, 
Mitchell is under special fire because of his insistence on 
delivering an address to the Delta Council in Cleveland, 
Miss., on Tuesday, May 19. Aaron E. Henry, Mississippi 
president 
of 
the 
National 
Association 
for 
the 
Advancement of Colored People, has branded the 
Council “segregationist and racist.” A spokesman for 
Mitchell replies that the Attorney General does not 
consider the organzation to be racially exclusive and 
intends to deliver his speech on schedule. 
Most of Mitchell’s critics fear he will infringe on 
individual rights and civil liberties in the effort to 
promote law and order. Richard Harris, in his recent 
book, Justice: The Crisis of Law, Order and Freedom in 
America, quotes a young Justice Department lawyer as 
saying: “... he (Mitchell) could stay here for four years 
and never use the words ‘Negro’ and ‘youth’.” Mitchell’s 
rejoiner is “watch what we do instead of what we say.”
